perusing and deliberately considering the 
charges therein against him, for holding and 
propagating doctrines inconsistent with 
our religious testimonies, and more espe- 
cially those, said, by Ezra Comfort and 
Isaiah Bell, to be held forth at a meeting 
immediately succeeding the late Southern 
Quarterly meeting, and we being mem- 
bers of the Southern Quarter, and pre- 
sent at said meeting, are free to state 
for the satisfaction of the first mention- 
ed Friends and all others whem it may 
concern, that we apprehend the charges 
exhibited by the two Friends named are 
without substantial foundation: and in or- 
der to give a clear view, we think it best 
and proper here to transcribe the said 
charges, so exhibited, and our understand- 
ing of them, severally, vis. “That Jesus 
Christ was the first man that introduced 
the Gospel Dispensation—the Jews being 
under the outward and ceremonial Law or 
Dispensation, it was necessary there should 
be some outward miracles; as healing the 
outward infirmities of the flesh, and raising 
the outward ceid bodies, in order to intre- 
duce the Gospel Dispensation”—this, in 
substance, is correct. “ That he (Christ) 
had no more power given him than man:” 
—this sentence is incorrect: “and also, 
that he (Christ) had nothing to do with the 
healing the soul, for that belengs to God 
only ;” is likewise incorrect : and the next 
sentence, “that Elisha also had the same 
power to raise the Dead,” should be trans- 
posed thus, to give Elias Hicks’s expression. 
* By the same power it was that Elisha rais- 
ed the dead.” “ That man, being obedient 
to the Spirit of God in him, could arrive at 
as great or a greater degree of righteous- 
ness than Jesus Christ:” this is also incor- 
rect. “ That Jesus Christ thonght it not 
robbery to be equal with God,” by annexing 
the other part of the paragraph mentioned 
by the holy Apostle, would be correct— 
“Neither do I think it robbery for man to 
be equal with God,” is incorrect. “ Then 
entleavouring to shew that by attendinyz to 
that Stone cut out of the Mountain with- 
out hands, or the seed in man, it would 
make man equal with God,” is incorrect: 
the sentence for that Stone in man, should 
stand thus—* That this Stone or Seed in 
man had all the attributes of the ivine 
nature that was in Christ and God.” 
This statement andl a few necessary re- 
marks we make without comment, save 
only that we were then of the opinion and 
still are, that the sentiments and doctrines 
held forth by our said friend Elias Hicks, 
are agreeable to the opinions and doctrines 
held by Geo.

Some readers, indeed, pass 
them without so much as to give them a 
perusal, probably from a belief that they 
are, at best, highly coloured pictures of 
the character and merits of the deceased, 
and, according to the old adage, “false as 
an epitaph.” Those whose ingenuous bo- 
soms are ever open to the story of sorrow, 
and whose sympathetic feelings have not 
been blunted by a commerce with false-. 
hood and deception, regard these memo- 
rials of the dead not only as testimonials 
of friendship for their worth, but as models 
of character to excite the emulation of 
the living, and salutary and profitable les- 
sons on the subject of mortality are incul- 
cated by them. Though praise is some- 
times lavished where there may be little 
or no merit, the names of those who have 
devoted their lives to piety and benevo- 
lence should not be left on that account 
unnoticed. Individuals of this character, 
when they depart from this terrestrial 
scene of duty and labour cause a vacuum 
in society ; their death is a loss to the com- 
munity, and the gloom of their sepulchre 
is the extinction of one of the lights of 
society.

MEMOIR OF 


Mr. CHARLES MATHEWS, 

COMEDIAN. 
The European Magazine for April, 1818, con. 
tains an interesting gketch of the principal fea- 
tures in the early steges of Mr. Mathews's life, 
embellished with his hkeness. We have extract 
ed such parts of this memoir as will be moat 
suitable to the present purpose, which fe to give 
our readers a knowledge of the man whose ec* 
centric genius has been the theme of poets, and 
the admiration of the British panegyrists, for the 
last twenty years, and who will shortly appear be. 
fore the citizens of Philadelphia in his public cba 
racter. 


This valuable Comedian, whose merits have 
made un impression on the public mind, which we 
are convineed will prove as lasting as itis powerful, 
was bern on the 28th June, 1776, and is the young- 
er son of Mr, James Mathews, a bookseller of 
much worth and respectability im the Strand—

On that occasion they took the liberty of making a 
hole in the floot behind the door of the room in 
which they were confined, and intended to have 
broken through the arch beneath, from whence 
they could have made their way into the yard, and 
Lover the wall. But the keepers having detected 
them in the affair, informed the inspectors who 
were in session at the time. They sent for the 
keeper of the Prone street department, and the 
majority of them and the keepers having armed 
themselves, they proceeded to the doer of the 
apartment (No. 16) in which these prisoners, to 
the number of twenty seven, were confined. The 
convicts were then ordered to retire to the lower 
end of the room, to lie down on the floor, and not 
aman to rise but those whosc names should be 
called. Five of the principal offenders were then 
taken out and plsced in the cells, and the remain- 
der submitted at discretion. 

From these repeated traits of insubordination
